25. Referring to the Raja of Kakira’s resolution on the marginally-noted 
subject, the Dikprokash | Kakina] of the 8th March 
has the following in an article in English:— _ 
The reply of the Government, though sympathetic and gracious, must, weare 
afraid, be described as disappointing, so far as practical results are concerned. 
In the light of the pronouncements it has hitherto made, we must confess, that 
we are at a loss to understand the attitude adopted by Government. We are 
told for instance that “ the whole difficulty was that most of the causes lay too 
deep for any spasmodic action,” One of the causes is deep, but then we are. 
not asking for “ spasmodic action.” What was demanded, in effect, was that 
Government should take remedial and preventive measures, and if Government 
is seriously “‘ anxious to do what it can to combat ignorance and to diffuse a 
knowledge of sanitation and necessary preventive measures among the people,” 
it must go right to the roots of the evil. Indeed if it were really ‘* anxious ” it 
would have tackled the problem before now. tae ae ie 
. _ But what actually is the case? The mortality figures are scandalously 
high, and according to the official argument—if argument it can be—they must 
go on expanding rather than that an effort should be madeto lower them. 
That is the only obvious deduction to be made from the reply to the Hon’ble 
Raja’s request. But we are not content to let the matter stand at this. Action 
‘must be taken—not spasmolic action, but collective and continued action. 
Take the mortality in Caleutta, for we cannot advance a finer argument 
against official indifference than to quote the figures of a city whose death rate,

Zamindare get quite a large income as Nuzzurs obtained 
from raiyats whenever any Jot is sold or otherwise transferred. The loss of 
this income will mean almost ruin to many a zamindar. And we suggest that 
the zemindar should get a Landlord’s fee at the fixed rate of 25 per cent. 
on the price of the Jot. There is another trouble which the zamindar will

The 21 non-official members of the Counci 
who proposed a postponement of the consideration of the Bill for three months 
surely know and represent the views of the public on it. The public know by 
direct personal experience to what extent unqualified medical men are a pest in 
the country, and yet they think that the Bill, if passed, will produce no good 
and may even produce evil. This is why their, representatives.prayed for three 
monthe’ postponement. Possibly the authorities might be convinced of the 
correctness of the public opinion, had they taken these three months to care- 
fully know and stady it. As the, Bill ncw stands, it will, if passed, increase 
instead of reducing the sphere of activity of dangerous quacks, Again, by not 
providing for the registration of the names of Kavirajes, Hakims, Homeopaths 
and so forth, Government has merely shown its bias against them. 


The Bill, if passed, will grcatly injure the non-official medical institutions 
which turn out medical practitioners who ought’ by no means to be ranked 
with quacks and many of whom actually become very good doctors, 
ma hay dat in the present state of the country, their services are of immense 
value to it.

the distinguished body from whom the letter has emanated. ‘The marginal | 
reference in the letter shows the question was considered by the “ Full 
Court”—a thing that makes the public surprise all the keener, for it is 
difficult to comprehend how exceptionally sound and independent-minded 


Judges like Sir Lawrence Jenkins, Sir Ashutosh Mukharji, and Mr. J. Fletcher, 
who have themselves had frequent occasions to expose from the Bench the 
hollow and dangerous character of prosecutions based on confessions of 
approvers, could have lent their names to such a letter. After those historical 
pronouncements, this letter will only 1emain as a study of flagrant seif- 
contradiction. As a sample of the slipshod and unconvincing way in which 
the High Court has disposed of the chief point ruised, viz., ‘ whether on a 


balance of advantages and disadvantages, it is desirable to have confessions | 


recorded at all, before the trial commences, except in. very epecial clicum- 
stances and by order of theWistrict Magistrate,” the following is quoted :-— 


‘Tn the opinion of the Judges, the answer to this question should be in the affirmative: 
They think that any man who is alleged to be implicated in a crime should, if he so 
desires, be permitted to make any statement either admitting his guilt or explaining any 


facts or circamstances which appear to inculpate him, and to have that statement rgcorded 
by a trustworthy and experienced Magistrate,” 


Now, this is nothing if not doing injustice to an important question. 
The august body merely in a manner lays down that in its opinion the 
existing practice should be followed. It appears to forget that it is because 
of the serious abuses of their powers by the police which the existing practice 
has facilitated and of which the High Court of all bodies cannot certainly 
claim ignorance, that its opinion on the suggested reform is called for. And 
what is that reform? It is, it should be borne in mind, not that al/ confessions 
should be banished from the domains of admissible evidence, but only those 


recorded before the commencement of the trial. I¢ does not abjure confessions 


but only puts them off to « subse uent stage, thereby reducing the chances 


of police malpractices. One would have expected the honourable body to give: 


its reasous as to how, im its opinion, this reform is not caleulated to bring 
about the expected results, how the advantages accruing from the existing 
practice outweigh those likely to fullow from the suggested reform, and so 
forth. But nothing of the kind. The rest of the letter is couched ina 
similar tenor, excepting one important. suygestio; relating to the: verification 
of confessions. It is embedied in puragraph '4 of tie letter. Considering 
the grave charges now and then levelled against the police regarding their 
methods of verifying confessions, this suggestion should have been accepted in 


its entirety, But this is just the poriion that has not been unfortunately’ 
embodied in the list of safeguards recommended by the Imperial Goverment. 


Another point for public surprise is that it has been left for a c.vilian J udge

system of the United Provinces and Madras, To be more explicit: there 
ure now two public bodies in the villages—one called the Chaukidari Panchayat 
and the other Union Committee-under the Local Self-Government Act. The 
main functions of the former are to levy and collect the Chaukidari tax for 
the maintenarce of the chaukidars or village watchmen, and those of the 
latter to look after village sunitation. The Committee want to know whether 
or not thcse two bodies should be amalgamated and their functions combined ; 
if so, how? Secondly, a scheme was elaborated by the late Government of 
Eastern Bengal and Assam for the division of districts into circles, each’ under 
the charge of a gazetted officer of the status of a Sub-Deputy. Collector, who 
was to be subordinate to the Subdivisional Officer, and whose main function 
was to be the controlling of an organized system of village panchayets in each 
circle. The President and the members of the Committee gave a cordial recep- 
tion to the paper’s representative and listened with attention to all that he had 
got to say.. Such courtesy on their part, was, of course, expected, and the 
journal thanks them for the same. The representative was closetted with the 
Committee for two hours and he expressed his yiews freely, of which notes were 
taken down by the President. le said he was strongly opposed to the 
division of any district; however large, and gave a number of reasons against 
such a measure, He stated further that the District Officer might be brought 
into more intimate contact with the people by other means than that of 
dismembering a district. He advocated the amalgamation of the Chaukidari

~ Jueid, fair and sensible one, while the policy of 
caution and patience characterising Gcvernment’s attitude towards this reform 
cannot be tvo highly commended. Of the three interested classes specified by 
Sir Reginald, viz., (a) the general educated public, (6) the general body of 
beneficiaries, and ‘c) those actually connected with the management and 
administration of the trust fands, the second party, that of the beneficiaries, 1s 
undoubtedly the most interested. Next in order of interest comes the third 
body, the inohunts and shebaits actually vested with the work of executing 
the trust. The general body of ed whee public, although it has good reason to 
manifest dislike of a scandal and agitate for its removal, must come in last, 80 
far as diréct interest inthe trust funds is concerned. It is meet, therefore, 
that in any proceedings fer ¢arrying out reforms in the existi: g law relating 
to religioas endowments, all the three interested parties should be adequately 
represented. ‘Ihe paper does not know how the Delhi Conference opened by 
Sir Reginald has been constituted, but it knows that a number of: mohunts, 
shebaits, etc,, recently complained of beiiiz left out.'and ignored.
